SCIENTIFIC MIBOELLAUY. 


iThe results of a hydrographic survey 
made in the straity of Sunda since the 
volcanic eruption of last August have 
been {;iven by M. C. Van Doom. It ap- 
pears that the southern part of the peak 
of Knkatoa yet remains unchanged, and 
rises with an almost perpendicular north- 
ern edge, to a height of more than '2500 
feet above the sea. 
The northern part of 


this island, however, has entirely disap- 
peared, and soundings on the place where 
it hud stood reached a depth of 1800 feet 
without touching bottom. The lost ground 
of Knikatoa is evidently found a few miles 
to the north, where the depth of the water 
has been greatly diminished and one old 
island has been much enlarged, while sev- 
eral naw ones have appeared above the 
surface. 
The entire examination of the 


north of Krakatoa suggests the idea that

Physicians have lately been trying to 


determine by experiment whether the 
electricity of thunder storms is generated 
either by the exoneration of water or by 
the condensation of vapor. Freeman and 
Blake have each obtained results which 
indicate that no electricity is produced 
by the evaporation of pure water, and 
Mr. S. Kalischer has since made some in- 
vestigations with delicate apparatus which 
have failed to show that condensation of 
vapor or the fornntiou of hail is a source 
of atmospheric electricity. 


Mr. C. \V. Heator., an English chemist 


has analyzed a saropl* of water from the 
famous Hagar's Well, at Mecca—to which 
thousands of Mohammedan pilgrims re- 
sort annually—and reports that the water 
is a most dangerous compound, containing 
an extraordinarily large portion of filth. 
The total amount of solid matter found 
in a gallon of it was more than twenty-five 
times as great as that found in a like 
quantity of water from the Thames river.

, Out of the 700 species of solatium 
known to botanists, according to a paper 
read by Mr. J. 0. Baker before a recent 
meeting of the Linnean Society of Lon- 
don, there are only one of these, the com- 
mon potato (solanum tiiberosum) has yet 
been cultivated. 
The native home of the 


potato is in the dry and elevated parts of 
Chil.. In other portions of the same 
country is found another species (S. Mag- 
lia). which should be much better adapted 
to general cultivation, as it grows in moist 
places. As long ago as 1826 the cultiva- 
tion of this species in England was at- 
tempted, with most promising results, but 
was soon abandoned because the plant 
was believed to be identical with the com- 
mon potato. Another species (S. Com. 
mervni), from the eastern part of South 
America, is now being cultivated experi- 
mentally in France, and it is likewise 
suitible for damp soil, while a third 
wild species (S. Jamesii), is being tried 
in tiie United States. This last -species 
is the one which Mr, J. G-. Lemmon dis- 
covered in Southern Arizona in 1881. 


A French meteorologist has planted in 


the ground near his house two bars of 
iron, from which wires run to a telephone 
receiver. The earth currents which are 
indicated by sounds in the telephone, 
never fail to give notice to the observer, 
who consults the apparatus several times 
a day, of the approach of a storm from 
twelve to fifteen hours in advance. 


]o 1881 the International Polar Con- 


ference was organized in St. Petersburg, 
and planned the scientific 
expeditions 


which were sent by various governments 
to fourteen points within or near the Arc- 
tic Circle. These expeditions were to 
make meteorological and other observa- 
tions during the year ending with August, 


It is only among some of the Latin 


races, as in Spain and Portugal and in 
the East, that the mule and his sire, the 
ass, are appreciated at their true value.

brother the horse; when, clad in magni- 
ficent housings, he proudly bore upon his 
back the abbots, the bishops, and the 
princes of the all powerful Roman church, 
nor would this have been the case had he 
not been deemed by the luxurious and 
self-indulgent prelates of that day as fai 
superior to the horse for the purposes of 
the saddle. 


Even rs late as 1830 the mule was he'd 


to be an indispensable part of the appen- 
dage of the Bourbon djnasty of France, 
and whenever tlie court of Cnarles X. 
moved from the palace of the Tuileries 
to Cumpiegne or Fontainebleau it was in 
coaches drawn at :i gallop of ten miles an 
hour by superb teams of Spanish mules, 
and such mules! 
Near 16 hands hijjh, 


matched to a hair, glossy black in color, 
"mealy mouthed," with legs and eyes like 
antelopes, and showing in spirit, action, 
and endurance the generous Uarb blood 
of their maternal ancestry. 


But to see the mule at his best we 


should go to the sunny shores of the 
Mediterranean—to Spain and Portugal. 
The Arabian domination of 800 years on 
that great peninsula filled it with horses 
of Arabian and Uarb blood, and this 
blood, to which we attribute the best 
qualities of the modern race horse, and 
—paradoxical as it may seen)—the sweet 
temper, the broad forehead, the expres- 
sive eye, and beautiful ear of the massive 
Percheron flows, and freely, too, in the 
veins of trie Spanish mule, and iiiiparts to 
him an appearance as superior to Amer- 
ican mules bred for the drudegry ofeur 
Southern plantations as is that of the 
kings of the turf to the coarsest Cones- 
to«a. 


Whoever has had the good fortune to 


have seen the high-strung and highly bred 
mules harnessed to the travelling equip.

clined to give them credit, and we are 
convinced from actual observation that 
for light, quick draught over long dis- 
tances and continuous from day to day, 
and for saddle gaits, mules out of thor- 
oughbred mares by the best Maltese jacks 
are fully equal and perhaps superior to 
our average light draught and saddle 
horses. 


We remember a pair of mules bred by 


one of the S_helbys, in Kentucky, that 
drew a carriage containing five heavy 
men forty miles over an ordinary road in 
five hours without turning a hair or crack 
of the whip, and returned the next day 
with equal ease and in the same time.

THE METHODIST GENEBAL OONFEE- 


ENOE. 


On the first of the coming J[ay the 


General Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church will meet at Philadel- 
phia. 
Representing as it does a mem- 


bership of almost eighteen hundred thous- 
and clergymen and laymen, this chief 
synodical body of the great Methodist 
denomination would attract to itself at- 
tention at nil times. 
But the coming 


conference will be espec'ally interesting 
from the fact that several new bishops 
arc to bo elected, in addition to the 
appointment of the regular quadrennial 
officers. 
Tho meeting of this body is 


nl»ays a source of considerable anxiety 
to Muthodists; for besides controlling 
the offices of trust and honor in the 
church, it controls absolutely all legisla- 
tive pincr, there being only six points as 
to which its voice alone is not Mipieine 
and final. And, although the conserva- 
tism of the Conference is proverbial, 
there is always the possibility tlmt im- 
portant or even revolutionary measures 
may be adopted. 


At present no burning question is be- 


fore the church 
Lost fall there was a 


very general discussion concerning the 
proposal, which is not at all new, to mod- 
ify the itinerant plan so as to give the 
bishops power to ruappoint ministers to 
the same charge annually as often as the 
best interests of all concerned demanded. 
The ge.ie 'al debate, and the census of 
ministerial opinion which was taken in 
different localities, did not reveal any 
general dissatisfaction with the present 
limitation, although 
a minority were 


in favor of adding a year or two to the 
present term, and a still smaller minority 
desired the limitation removed altogether.

WENDELL PHILLIPS. 


In the death of Wendell Phillips the 


;roatest of American orators passed away. 
liut to call him an orator is not to suggest 
a rhetorician, a maker of phrases, a mere 
elocutionary artist. It is to speak of an 
effective force in the. state; of a man 
whoso words were things, and whose 
speeches were events. The service of his 
oratory to the early anti-slavery cause in 
this country was incalculable. It drew 
the great multitude, who were charmed 
while \licy cursed. The resistless logic, 
the appeal to manliness and moi.ility, the 
fiory indignation, the remorseless hail of 
wit and epigram and invective, tliu un- 
daunted courage the scornful defiance, 
yet all invested with superb suavity, with 
matchless grace, with penetrating music, 
could no more be eluded than in the clear 
sunshine the tree can escape its shadow. 
Wendell Phillips was us integral a part 
of the anti-slavery cause as John Bright 
of the Corn Law reform in England. 
Emancipation was not wrought in his 
miy, but he quickened tho conscience 
that compelled emancipation. 
His ora- 


tory vindicated the claim of oratory to a 
rank among the fine arts. 
Alone among 


all the famous orators which Puritanism 
has produced in Old and New England, 
Phillips blended the sturdy conviction 
and t ugged earnestness of the Puritan with 
the exquisite refinement and simple clc- 
gancc of the Greek. 


His mien and beiring were patrician. 


It was Pericles rather than Pym who 
stood on this platform; and it was this 
aspect of high courtesy, of scholarly cul- 
tivation, of the fastidious taste and tran- 
quility of the most conservative sentiment, 
which made his appearance as an abolition 
orator the perpetual living attestation 
tlmt the anti-slavery cause was not that 
of an ignorant class, and could not be 
dismissed as a vulgar agitation. Nothing, 
indeed, could be more quiet than his 
manner. 
His tone was always colloquial, 


never declamatory or strident. 
"Do you 


call that oratory ?" said a hearer, who 
came away bewildered. "Why, ho merely 
stood up and talked like anybody else." 
His movement was simple, graceful, and 
of a certain leonine softness. 
His feeling 


was repressed and intense, not volcanic. 
In his sharpest invective the eyes almost 
closed, the voice sank low. The sincerity 
was too absolute to tolerate stormy pas- 
sion. 
Yet in the aud.icity of oratory 


Phillips could do what Burke failed in 
doin«, and what in Everett seemed only 
artificial. Onceas the anti-slavery debate 
was ending in civil svar, after mentioning 
the name of a man whom he held up to 
contempt, he rinsed his mouth with water 
and spat it out, as if to avoid defilement. 
It was not a trick nor a habit. It was 
the deadly earnest of moral loathing, and 
the action thrilled the tense nerves of tho 
crowd before him. The tranquility of his 
manner and the colloquial tone were tho 
product both of his temperament and his 
instinct of art. 
lie knew ilwt tlio truth 


of slavery was so terrible that any rhetor- 
ical decoration of it or vehement decla- 
mation would make it seem extravagant 
and unreal, and leave the hearer incredu- 
lous. 
Wasliins-lon Allston was not a truer 


artist than Wendell Phillips. 


We speak of him as an orator, because as 


nn orator his fame will endure. Oratory 
was the form in which he offered the 
sacrifice of his life to tlin poor and the 
oppressed. 
To say that he was a natural 


agitator is to say only that his genius 
enabled him to give a voice to the voice- 
less. 
It was obedient to the same spirit 


of the age winch in literature is manifest 
in Dickens and Hood and (Jarlyie. 
The 


"broadcloth mob"' in Boston revealed to 
the young man the truth that there is no 
government or constitution in tins country 
out public opinion. 
In doing this he re- 


nounced all other aim and ambition, and 
even severed social relations. 
Naturally 


he included nil the special reforms, as 
temperance and woman's rights, and jus- 
tice to the Indians. 
His udvoc.icv of 


national pi[»ur money, and his later dc- 
luiuciilion <if tuu Ltepublican pirtynnd 
ol reform m tlie civil service, sprang from 
Ins conviction—a wholly erroneous coi.- 
viclion, as we t'unk—that tbev were all 
unlrieiidly to poor men. 
He had come to 


think that the "respectable" classes arc 
the dangerous classes, hecmse, as he held, 
their mad and sole pursuit of Health cor- 
rupted the church and the college, and 
bred a selfishness th it consumed tlie feeble 
and the needy, and threatened anarchy. 
He believed that the constant tendency 
of a prosperous community is to sloth and 
moral stagnation, and that it must be 
necessarily shaken and aroused like a 
m in stupefied with narcotics. "You shall 
sit down and toast your toes at the camp- 
fire," he said to a friend after the war, 
"but I will just put out into the under- 
brush." 
Much censure will mingle with 


the praise that will be spoken over his 
grave. 
But the clouds will soon pass 


from his name, as thc\ have passed from 
that of his great friend and co-Uborer 
Garrison, and like him, Wendell Phillips 
will be remembered wikh Samuel Adams 
and Warren and Quincy, and the fathers 
of our liberty, his lume, like tlieirs, a

odist he delights in fratcrutzing with

\Ve have now less need of cultivating 
them than formerly, as the products of 
petroleum afford u wonderful cheap illum- 
inating oil, while oil for other uses is ob- 
tained cheaply from cotton seed, formerly' 
a waste product. Abroad the sunflower 
is not regarded wiHh n»uch fqvor as an oil 
bearing plant, as the yield is only about 
15 per cent, of the weight of the seeds, 
while cotton seed (hulled) yields 50 per 
cent. 
The ashes of the sunflower stem 


contain a very large amount of potash, 
showing that the crop draws very heavily 
upon the soil for one of its most valuable 
plant constituents, and \vould soon im- 
poverish it.—Ex.

A ROBI^ ROOST. — There is at Harris- 


burg, N. ('., a place where- thousands of 
robins congregate every night. A cor- 
respondent who visited the spot thus 
describes the scene : Getting down into 
a long stretch of bottom land, something 
over a mile from the depot, we found 
that the most was an immense canebrake. 
From all directions, great flocksof robins 
were seen flying across the heavens, all 
winging their way to the roost. 
For 


fully an limit one bird after another went 
by, until L!IB ctinebrenk was fairly alive 
with the leathered tribe; and before it 
was dark i large party set out to make 
their war upon them. There were sixty 
eight men anrl boys in the crowd, each 
carrying ,i stick and a torch or lantern. 
The roost having been reached, action 
commence d. The canebrake is about a 
mile long, and extends a considerable 
distance on either side of the creek. 
It seemed that each individual cane was 
bent down with its load of birds. From 
all sides hundreds of blinded and bewil- 
dered biids flew about striking against 
each othei and the canes, making a noise 
that resembled a mighty wind. All 
through the brake torches gleamed, men 
shouted, .ind the deadly stick was going 
right and left. 
The birds never left the 


brake, but flew about in confusion, unable 
to cscapo the weapons in the hands of the 
men, who plied them for about an hour. 
In the exeitemcnt hardly anybody stopped 
long enough to pick up the slain birds, 
but went over their routes when the sport 
was ended to gather their game. One 
party wont into the brake at 
se»en 


o'clock; and at eight all were counting 
over the! i birds that lay in piles. 
The 


total number of robins killed by the party 
in one hmir footed up 2110 birds. 
The 


nightly battles on these birds have been 


constantl \ going on for f jlly three weeks.
